The Arlington Heights Caucus 
Party has begun a self-exam­ 
ination that could swing it away 
from its current two year cycle 
of activity-inactivity, to become 
a full-time, formally organized, 
political force in municipal poli­ 
tics. 


And if it does so, it could be 
killing itself. 


The change isn’t likely to 
come overnight, but younger ac­ 


tivists 
within 
the 
party, 
in­ 
cluding Trustee John Walsh, 
candidate for village president, 
see a real need for full-time mo­ 
mentum that only a bonafide 
political party can provide. 
The turnout for the caucus 
nominating convention Jan. 26 
f a i l e d to meet party ex­ 
pectations, and attendance at j 
these meetings has been down 
in the past two election cam ­ 
paigns. 
The people are not getting the 


word about the Caucus. In Ar- 
1 i n g t o n Heights two years 
means at least a 50 per cent 
turnover in the population and 
the newcomers, as one Caucus 
supporter has said, “don’t know 
and don’t care what we are.” 
As it is presently set up the 
Caucus gathers itself together 
every two years, during the au­ 
tumn before elections, and be­ 
gins the process of trying to 
find qualified candidates for the 
village board.

Northwest Community Hospi­ 
t a l trustees 
agreed Thursday 
I that burgeoning suburban popu- 
! lation rates dictate that the hos­ 
pital expand its present facil­ 
ities. 
Board members approved a 
two-phase construction program 
which will provide a hospital of 
559 beds before 1975, and au­ 
thorized preparation of engi­ 
neering drawings. 
The first segment of the build­ 
ing plan which will add a five 
or six-floor patient wing, a new 
surgery suite and auditorium, 
will cost $6 million. 
Also included in this stage, 
scheduled 
for 
completion 
in 
1970, are larger emergency care 
and administrative areas. 
The second building proposal, 
estimated at $4 million, will add 
an additional four floors above 


the new wing and allow for lab­ 
oratory and X-ray expansion.

bring a recommendation back 
to trustees at a later date. 
The present high cost of build­ 
ing was weighed against the 
need for hospital space. P roj­ 
ected population figures pre­ 
sented by Malcolm MacCoun, 
executive vice president of the 
hospital, prompted trustees to 
give the plan the green light 
while further study is made of 
financing possibilities. 
The committee will include in 
its study the possibility of “giv­ 
ing’’ the hospital to a munici­ 
pality and then leasing it back. 
This procedure would allow the 
hospital to use tax-free munici­ 
pal bonds.

Its original purpose was to en­ 
sure that there was at least one 
nonpartisan slate of qualified 
candidates running for office. 
IT HAS performed this func­ 
tion steadily since 1957 and only 
one of its nominees (Kenneth 
Dougan in 1967) has ever lost in 
the final elections in April. 
The Caucus finds itself caught 
in a fearful dilemma: It doesn’t 
consider itself a party, doesn’t 
exclude anyone from participa­ 
tion as most parties do. And yet 
it acts as a party, and people 
who do not realize its openess of 
function proceed to condemn it 
as though it were a restrictive 
organization. And, as the village 
grows, 
there are 
more 
and 
more people who believe the 
charges that the Caucus is a 
closed shop. 
As the village grows there are 
more people the Caucus must 
reach, and the harder that job 
becomes. 
And so Walsh, and campaign 
manager George C. (Bud) Bea-| 
cham and some of the Caucus 
executive committee think it is 
time for a change to full-time. 
“ IF IT COULD preserve the 
elements it now enjoys and yet 
carry over as an established or­ 
ganization, then I would be all | 
for it,” Walsh told the Herald 
Friday. 
“The Caucus party 
has toj 
have a different posture than it 
has now if it is to succeed in the 


future,” he continued. “As it is 
we can’t keep up with the 
growth and the population turn­ 
over . . . where we fall down is 
in the people’s knowledge of 
what we are.” 
Great effort must be made 
months ahead of the first public 
meeting (in the fall — generally 
in November), to inform people 
of the party's purpose, said 
Walsh. 
Not much of a change would 
be involved in 
converting 
to 
full-time operation, 
he 
says, 
since the Caucus already per­ 
forms one of the chief legal re­ 
quirements of a party — run­ 
ning a convention. 
“ A DULY constituted political 
party doesn’t differ that much 
from our system now except 
that the regular party can carry 
on continually in public rela­ 
tions and information activity 
and we can’t,” said Walsh. 


The Caucus has also had fi­ 
nancial woes that could be par­ 
tially alleviated by regular par-! 
ty status that would permit 
fund-raising events. The current 
practice of passing the hat dur­ 
ing the two open public meet- * 
ings hasn’t produced the money 
needed. 
The sporadic operation also 
makes it difficult to run an ef- 
f e c t i v e campaign. Beacham

HE WILL not divulge the le­ 
gal chemistry that could ruin 
the current set up.

In which case, the Caucus is 
not legally registered as such 
and fails to comply with many 
formalities required of a party 
“ And I would rather be prose­ 
cuting the Caucus than defend­ 
ing it if it were challenged,” 
said Klingner. “Of course I’m 
not at all sure that anybody else 
could do the job of prosecuting 
that I could.” 
But regardless of the flaws in 
its organization, 
the Caucus, 
said Klingner should continue 
as it is. No change is war­ 
ranted. 
He thinks the 
Caucus 
per­ 
forms all the party functions it 
needs to and in going full-time 
would only become a hot bed of 
political ambition and in-fight­ 
ing.

About IO years ago if you 
had electric 
heat 
in 
your 
home or apartm ent, you were 
in one of the most exclusive 
clubs in the Chicago area. 
Electric 
heat was then 
being promoted as “ a new 
type of home comfort th at 
takes the furnace but of the 
house and replaces it with 
heat-by-wire.” At the start of 
1958 there were less than 150 
electrically

units in the area served by 
Commonwealth Edison Com­ 
pany.

1. W ORK Centers. The 
kitchen’s three work centers 
are built around the sink, re­ 
frigerator and range.

E lectric 
dishwasher. 
Hours of drudgery can be 
saved by installing an electric 
dishwasher. New models have 
settin g s 
th a t 
enable 
the 
homemaker to wash every­ 
thing from delicate stemware 
to heavy pots. 


6. Garbage disposal. An 
electric food disposer saves 
countless steps to the garbage 
pail and keeps kitchens more 
sanitary. 


7. Instant Hot W ater. In­ 
stallation of a device that dis­ 
penses 
teakettle-hot 
water 
makes for easy preparation of 
instant drinks. 


8. Faucets. Built-in aera­ 
tors, spray hoses and built-in 
stoppers are features of new 
faucets that make using the 
sink easier. 


9. Lighting and Ventila 
tion. Vlake sure the kitchen i> 
cool enough in summer and 
warm enough in winter, with 
proper ventilation to elimi 
nate cooking smells. 


10. Small appliances. In­ 
clude a mixer, a blender and 
other small appliances that 
make food preparation easier. 


11. 
Walls 
and 
Floors, 
Chm>se colors that trigger a 
cheerful mood but ones that 
won’t grow tiring, for wall 
and floor coverings. 


12. Installation. Have the 
new kitchen installed by a 
plumbing contractor who of­ 
fers the complete remodeling 
project. He’ll coordinate all 
needs — plumbing, tile set 
ting, 
cabinet-m aking, 
elec­ 
trical work.

(Doubtless a third color.) 
4. And, finally, what color 
is the ceiling? (In most cases, 
a different shade than the 
walls — usually white.) 
IF YOUR answers are all 
the same, you’re already an 
exponent of the avant-garde 
“all one color” school of inte­ 
rior decorating. And color se­ 
lection is the vital factor. But 
if you have as many as four 
different shades for your an­ 
swers, or three, or even two, 
you have two routes open 
selection and standardization. 
Standardization is, as the 
meaning of the word implies, 
reduction — in this case fewer 
colors. One or possibly two, 
instead of three or four. 
If you’re already painting 
walls and woodwork the same 
color, why not the doors, too? 
Then if you really want to 
“ e x p a n d ,” 
c h o o se 
an 
off-white 
or 
some 
other 
“open” hue and paint the 
ceiling the same color as the 
walls. 
“ Do-it-yourselfers” 
will 
welcome the latter suggestion, 
especially when they recall 
painting along the top of the 
wall, struggling not to get 
paint on the white ceiling, or 
vice versa. When you’re doing 
both the same color, you just 
brush or cut away in the cor­ 
ners and along the joints. 
This saves lots of time and 
considerable wear-and-tear on 
the nervous system. 
M O S T 
HOMEMAK­ 
ERS prefer water-based ceil­ 
ing and wall paint — with 
good reason. It s so much eas­ 
ier to work with and clean up 
after. When it comes to wood­ 
work and doors — two areas 
that require more* frequent 
washing — they usually turn 
to a semi-gloss enamel. Most 
paint makers provide the two 
in matching colors for those 
who prefer woodwork and 
walls alike. 
Now, what about color se­ 
lection? How important is it 
to the over-all “space” and 
emotional effect? 
Faber Birren, nationally 
known color consultant, sums 
it up like this: “We have late­ 
ly come out of a muted or 
subdued era in home interior 
styling during which a color 
like beige has been dominant. 
“ Now,” Birren continues, 
“the walls have brightened 
as if the ceiling had lifted and 
the brightness of the sky itself 
allowed to enter. This tends 
to increase the apparent size 
and dimensions of a room, 
and it also provides a cheerful 
psychological lift to the eye 
and emotions.” 
Birren, who serves as a 
color consultant for a number

— Be sure that when you 
place the furnishings to keep 
a balance. This is done by dis­ 
tributing the weight of the 
various elements around the 
room. Don’t have all the big, 
heavy furnishings on one wall 
or around the center of inter­ 
est. 


— Be sure you have pro­ 
vided 
space for movement 
and traffic. Don’t have any 
room cluttered. 


— Be sure that your light­ 
ing is good. Review the loca­ 
tions of lamps and their uses. 
Be sure that study and close 
work areas have good light­ 
ing. Keep the soft and sub­ 
dued lighting for the visiting 
sections of your living room 
or den. 


— Be sure that your fur­ 
nishings will be arranged in 
such a way that the pieces 
complement one another. The 
scale of the various pieces 
* should be relative. And the 
furniture should be in scale to 
the size of the room. Don’t 
place large pieces in a small 
narrow room, for example. 


— Remember comfort, es­ 
pecially in chairs. 


— Look to the future. Will 
your children be entertaining 
in a few years? Or will you 
have 
many 
overnight 
and 
out-of-town 
guests? 
If 
so, 
think of furnishings for those 
needs as well as for the imme­ 
diate situations. And, don’t 
forget that you can’t ever 
have enough storage space. 


T R Y IN G TO find a new 
way to bring some warmth 
and charm into your home? 
Many times you can find the 
answer with wallpapers, with 
their many designs, patterns, 
prints and murals.

Central air conditioning is

fact, the cooling and heating 
systems frequently

combined, 
al­ 
though this is not necessary. 
Visualize it this way, sug­

maker of all types of heating 
and cooling equipment: 


Central system air condi­ 
tioning removes heat from the 
air when the thermostat says 
it is too hot; the central heat­ 
ing system warms the air 
when the thermostat says it’s 
too cold. The two systems 
thus provide a comfort level 
c o n tro l 
for 
year-ro u n d , 
whole-house conditioning. 
Central systems may also 
add the benefits of humidity 
control, 
filtering 
out 
con­ 
taminants and pollens from 
the air, 
and 
reduction 
of 
cooking 
odors, 
and 
grease 
build-up — in other words, all 
the pleasures of a generally 
freshened house. For these 
benefits, 
an 
electronic 
air 
cleaner and a humidifier are 
added. This overall approach 
to the house environment is 
called the “ total comfort con­ 
cept.” 
For a basic cooling sys­ 
tem, a homeowner may pay 
from 50 cents a square foot in 
a new house to $1 a square 
foot in an existing house, de­ 
pending on such variables as 
age, condition, insulation, the 
presence or absence of heating 
ductwork, 
and 
local 
labor 
costs. 


Operating 
expenses 
also 
vary, according to the size of 
the equipment, geographic re­ 
gion, and local utility rates. 
Annual central air operating 
costs can run from a low of 
about $40 to a high of about 
$180. These are very rough

when

air 
conditioning is planned. 
These costs are an in­ 
vestment in the future. In­ 
stallation is a permanent im­ 
provement of the house, in­ 
c re a sin g 
its 
valu e 
and 
frequently returning as much 
as $2,000 to the homeowner 
when it comes time to resell. 
According to a survey by 
the U.S. Savings and Loan 
League, air conditioning will 
become a standard feature in 
$20,000-plus homes by 1972; 
it will become a standard fea­ 
ture in homes that sell for less 
by 1977. With this kind of 
forecasting, the sellers’ mar­ 
ket could be rough for homes

Potted Plants 
Add Beauty, 
With Ease 
The modern look of con­ 
tainer gardens reflects the 
need for maintenance- 
free outdoor living. Pot­ 
ted flowers and greens of 
all sizes and shapes mean 
release from the drudgery 
of caring for extensive 
planted areas. 
Container gardens are 
weedless and mobile. They 
require a minimum of care 
and can be imaginatively 
used to decorate any out­ 
door area. 
Decks and patios used 
for relaxing or outdoor 
entertainment are natur­ 
als for potted plant dis­ 
plays. An expanse of 
wooden fence or garage 
wall benefits, too, from 
the addition of a clay pot 
garden. 
Before deciding on out­ 
door locations for contain­ 
er plants, the requirements 
of the plant should be 
considered. Some locations 
receive full sun, while 
others are semi-shaded.

AFTER 45 YEARS of dealing exclusively in fine traditional furnishings, Barnitz Studios of Evanston now 


carries the Folio Eight line of contem porary furniture as well. Part of the new Henredon line is shown above. 


Probably the best defini­ 
tion of modern design ever 
made was the pronouncement 
that it is “ the planning and 
making of objects suited to 
our way of life, our abilities, 
our ideals.” 
But few collections of fur­ 
niture in modern style adhere 
as closely to this concept as 
Folio Eight, a new line by 
Henredon featured at Barnitz 
Studios in Evanston. 
In both wood and uphol­ 
stered pieces there is a purity 
of line, an impressive stan­ 
dard of craftsmanship, and a 
marvelous balance of sizes, 
forms and weight, carefully 
designed to relate to all the 
others and provide purchasers 
with an infinite variety of 
choice. Here, modern design 
has truly “mastered the ma­ 
chine for the service of man” 
to produce an individually 
crafted collection of rare dis­ 
tinction. 
Another precept of mod­ 
ern design — that it should 
express 
the 
qualities 
and 
beauties of the materials used 
was followed in creating 
Folio 
Eight. 
The 
smooth, 
sleek finish reveals the beau­ 
tiful grains of the rare English 
oak, walnut and rosewood ve­ 
neers used in the wood pieces, 
and their natural color char­ 
acteristics show through to 
bring interest and liveliness to 
a grouping and to individual 
units. 
F U R T H E R 
excitement 
comes through the use of 
three exquisite, mottled fin­ 
ishes — Pearl, Mandarin and 
Tortoise — which are used on 
mirrors, a desk and occasional 
tables in various dimensions, 
to give accents of shimmering 
color — all the more effective 
because the exotic finishes are 
combined with geometrically 
simple forms — a rectangle in 
the case of the mirrors, and 
th e b e a u t i f u l l y - wr o u g h t 
T-square shape of tables and 
desk. 
As always with a Henre­ 
don collection, flexibility is at 
its core. A low, round game 
table with a four-pronged pe­ 
destal is teamed with a pleas- 
a n t 
e x a m p l e 
of 
t h e 
cane-backed captain's chair. 


B u t 
m o r e 
e l a b o r a t e , 
open-backed chairs, set on 
casters and with comfortable 
buttoned pad backs, can be 
used around the table. 
Versatile chests in Folio 
Eight are designed to be used 
in living or family room, or in 
the bedroom; there is a choice 
of a three-drawer chest or a 
door chest with convenient, 
fold-back panels. Finished in 
the warm, wine-brown Vint­ 
age with tops and sides of 
walnut veneers and facades of 
book-matched walnut veneers 
framed in neat mouldings of 
English brown oak, they are 
set on simple plinth bases, 
slightly recessed and finished 
in the darker Umber hue. 
When further storage space is 
needed, stacking units in any 
of four different types can be 
added; these are an open 
deck, a door deck — with one 
open shelf and two adjustable 
shelves behind the fold-back 
upper doors — a glass door 
deck with a lighted interior, 
and a deck with twin doors 
above a drop front. 


A NIGHT table of the ut­ 
most refinement has a be­ 
velled top supported by four 
chambered 
posts 
above 
a 
two-door base. It matches in 
handsomeness a panel bed in 
which the beautiful walnut 
veneers 
of 
a 
headboard 
framed with 
mouldings of 
Englished brown oak have 
their counterpart in the night 
table’s facade. 
A 
bookcase 
headboard 
with sliding, caned panels to 
hold 
reading 
m atter, 
is 
thoughtfully fitted with an 
outlet 
to accommodate as 
many as six electric appli­ 
ances. 
The cube form, which has 
become almost traditional in 
the framework of a collection 
of furniture in modern style, 
appears at its most elegant in 
a 16 by 16 inch version, en­ 
cased in book-matched ve­ 
neers 
of 
superbly 
grained 
brown oak and topped with a 
38-inch square of bevel-edged 
glass to make a handsome 
cocktail table. In a simpler 
version, which has the added 
bonus of mobility, the cube 
alone is set on casters, so that 


it can be wheeled anywhere it 
is needed in living room or 
family room. The same choice 
is offered in a 16-inch high 
cylinder — though, of course, 
when it appears as a cocktail 
table with a glass top, this is 
circular in shape. 
All rooms need variety, 
rhythm and balance, but be­ 
cause line and proportion are 
even more important where 
the furniture is geometrically 
simple in form, the designers 
of Folio Eight have created 
upholstered pieces that will 
complete the harmony of the 
composition in a room or a 
grouping. 
THERE IS, for instance, 
a marvelous, crescent-shaped 
sofa, 
wi t h 
deepl y 
dia­ 
mond-tufted back, seat and 
arms, and a serpentine front 
whose fluid, flowing lines pro­ 
vide a wonderful counterpoint 
to the verticality of such oc­ 
casional pieces in this Henre­ 
don collection as a 22 by 22 
inch rectilinear book table, 
'with top-to-base panels flank­ 
ing each of its four corners. 
The 
workmanship 
in 
this 


piece is typical of Folio Eight; 
all the joints are mitered out 
from 
a 
t op 
of 
rad ial- 
matched 
veneers of 
inter­ 
estingly-grained English oak.) 
Softness to counteract the 
crispness of the wood pieces is 
provided in a unique 27-inch 
wide bench with a comfort­ 
able knife-edged cushion seat 
and a T-square base entirely 
covered 
in 
crinkled 
vinyl. 
This is light enough to be 
pulled up to a seating group, 
distinctive enough to stand 
alone or in pairs in bedroom 
or a small hall. 
A look of solidity and 
strength is given by a sleek, 
wood-frame sofa, set on neat, 
chamfered legs with two seat 
cushions that fit around the 
high arms with geometric pre­ 
cision. Welting, both inside 
and outside, outlines the pad­ 
ded arm panel and continues 
around the back, emphasizing 
the sofa's bold silhouette. 


This is one of a group of 
sofas, all designed in the same 
tailored style which are made 
in 70, 86 and 96 inch lengths; 
as a 58-inch love seat and as a 


30-inch chair, thus giving the 
homemaker 
a 
considerable 
choice in picking one or more 
pieces that will suit the space 
at her disposal and be per­ 
fectly 
in 
key 
with 
the 
Twentieth-Century 
look 
of 
Folio Eight. 
AGAINST the long wall 
of a living room, the 96-inch 
wide version is attractively 
offset by the light, lively feel­ 
ing of a pair of 24-inch square 
book tables, covered on top, 
back and sides with magnifi­ 
cent rosewood veneers. In the 
front, tambour doors can be 
slid open to refeal a com­ 
modious storage area — with 
an adjustable shelf cut back 
to accommodate bottles so 
that the piece can be used as 
a bar. 
Variety 
is 
cleverly 
in­ 
troduced 
into 
the 
dining 
pieces in Folio Eight by the 
use of an alternate finish - 
the dark, m atte Umber — for 
chairs and for the apron and 
legs of the round and oval ta­ 
bles that provide the balance 
in form with the rectangular 
shapes of the storage pieces. 
An unusual example is an ob­ 
long table softened with ellip­ 
tical ends; joining a pair of 
legs at both ends of the table, 
this rounded shape is re­ 
peated in the crescent stret­ 
chers. 
A collection that cannot 
fail to please even the most 
demanding modernist, Folio 
Eight has another quality 
that will delight people ad­ 
dicted to eclecticism. Though 
it makes a strong statement, 
it can be effectively mixed 
with other styles — a point 
proved beyond question by 
its makers, who combine it in 
room settings with chests in 
campaign style from another 
Henredon group, the Officer’s 
Chest Collection.
